OUR LONDON LETTER. 


THE Homely, Hearty, Salute of ‘‘Many Happy 
Returns of the Day!” might well haye come from 
al England—ay, and from beyond the seas—to 
John Bright on Wednesday last. The Sixteenth of 
November was the seventieth birthday of the Nestor 
of English Tribunes. With deep thankfulness that 
he is still spared to aid his Country in the Council 
of the Nation; with warmest gratitude to him for 
his unselfish and invaluable services in the past, 
we all united with his fellow-townsmen on Wednes- 
day in rendering homage to Mr. Bright.

Not іп the dry records of official lists of 
Administrations are to be found chronicled the 
priceless services of this Tribune of the People. 
'They are written in the hearts of Englishmen and 
Englishwomen. ‘‘ Burke” may only vouchsafe 
to tell us that Mr. Bright was born in 1811; married, 
first, the daughter of Mr. Jonathan Priestman, and, 
secondly, the daughter of Mr. William Leatham; 
belongs to the' Rochdale firm of Messrs. Dright, 
cotton -spinners; represented Durham in Par- 
liament from 1843 to 1817, Manchester from 
1847 to 1857, aud Birmingham since then; first 
took office as President of the Board of Trade in 
1868, was Chancellor of the Duchy of Lancaster 
from 1873 to 1874, and по” again occupies 
the post in Mr. Gladstone’s Ministry. But 
the excellent Biography of Mr. Bright which 
Mr. Barnett Smith has récently written gives 
flesh and blood to these statistics, Particu- 
larly touching is the reminder Mr. Smith 
furnishes us with of Mr. Bright’s owh description of 
how he came to take arms against a sea. of troubles, 
and, marching shoulder to shoulder with his bosom 
friend, Richard Cobden, fought the People's Battle 
in the stirring times of the Anti-Corn-Law League. 
This is the quotation from “The Life of the Right 
Honourable John Bright :”— 

Mrs, Bright died іп the year 1841, and was buried in the 
graveyard belonging to the Friends at Rochdale. While 
sorrowing under this heavy bereavement he again saw Mr. 


Cobden, and their meeting has thus been described, with 
simple pathos, by Mr. Bright :— 


* At that time I was at Leamington, and on the day 
when Mr. Cobden called оп me—for he happened to be 
there at the same time on a visit to some relations—I was 


suppose, with words of condolence. After a time he looked 
up and said, ‘ There are thousands of homes in England at 
this moment where wives, mothers, and children are dying 
of hunger. Now, when the first paroxysm of your grief is 
past, I would advise you to come with me, and we will neyer 
rest until the Corn Law is fepealed.’ ”

It was on an occasion closely akin to the cele- 
bration of his Seventieth Birthday that Mr. Bright 
favoured us with this memorable reminiscence! 
Mr. Gladstone's foremost colleague is too true a 
patriot—has too deeply at heart the welfare of 
his native land—not to have profited by the 
opportunity afforded him on Wednesday to offer 
a further incentive to the rising , generation of 
Englishmen to take a healthy and useful part in 
public life. How great a stimulus our political 
organisations, active though they are, still need is 
forcibly shown from the pregnant fact that some all- 
important legislative and fiscal reforms Mr. Bright 
claimed on the People's behalf fully a qugrter of a 
century ago are yet denied us. It is idle to 
allow Parliament to waste further publie time before 
these urgently demanded measures are introduced. 
Once put ап effectual Stop to Obstruction, and an 
extinguisher upon Obstructives; and the Commons 
must deal with the Land and other momentous 
reforms England has too long tarried for.

Her Majesty the Queen, usually not slow to read 
the signs of the times, is said to have been par- 
ticularly gracious to Mr. Bright on his first appear- 
ance at Windsor Castle to take the seals of office in 
1868, when H.R.H. the Princess Royal, Crown 
Princess of Prussia, also made herself especially 
winning to England's greatest orator. His oratory 
is certainly the most moving I have ever had the 
good fortune to listen to. Mr. Bright's style is so 
pithy—his silvern delivery is so clear, each word 
coming from his mouth like a well-rounded 
pebblo—his points are ever so well considered, 
and always advocate so pungently “ Ше greatest 
happiness of the greatest number" — that his 
speeches must rank as models both in matter 
and in manner. When it is incontrovertible 
that the lofties and most unseliish patriotism 
has always animated his eloquent and fearless 
utterances—when no sane Englishman than doubt 
that England wouid be now a far, far happier land 
to live in had the wise reforms advocated by John 
Bright been only adopted years ago—his fellow- 
countrymen throughout the Kingdom may well feel 
justified in joining in the tribute Birmingham and 
Rochdale paid to the illustrious Statesman and 
Minister on Wednesday last. PHILIP.

Welbeck is in the midst of a very beauti- 
fal district, locally known as “ре Dukeries," from 
the fact that theestate joins those of two other dukes.

Mr. and Mrs. Gladstone arrived at Chester on 
Monday evening from Downing-street. А large 
crowd cheered the Premier as he drove through 
Chester to Hawarden. Mr. and Mrs. Gladstone will 
remain at Hawarden about two weeks, and will 
afterwards proceed оп a few days’ visit to her 
Majesty at Windsor Castle. 

. THE PREMIER AT*BILLINGSGATE. 

Mr. J. Sayer, treasurer, and Mr. W. Н. William- 
воп, honorary secretary, of the London Fish ‘Trade 
Association, had the honour, at the Right Hon. W. 
Е. Gladstone’s request, of conducting him on Satur- 
day over Billingsgate Market. : 

Mr. Gladstone took great interest in the appear- 
ance of the market and the mode of conducting the 
business, especially inquiring into the water-borne 
supplies. ‘here was a number of sprat-boats busily 
at work at the time disposing of their cargoes to the 
costermongers. He put many questions with refer- 
ence to the rentals of the shops and standings of the 
market and the fish question generally. The Prime 
Minister's visit afforded much gratification to those 
who identified him, large crowds gathering round 
aud cheering him lustily, but in no way impeding 
his progress. ‘The same day the Marquis of Salisbury 
indniced in a considerable amount of ** Billingsgate ” 
at Bristol. 

THE LIBERAL AND TORY DINERS AT BRISTOL, 

The dinners commemorative of the work of Edward 
Colston, the Bristol philanthropist, took place in 
that city on Saturday evening. At the Liberal 
banquet amongst the speakers were three members 
of the Administration—the Lord President of the 
Conncil, the Attorney-General, and the Civil Lord 
of the Admiralty.. - At the Conservative gathering 
the principal speaker was 


LORD SALISBURY, WHO VIGOROUSLY ASSAILED THE 
POLICY OF THE GOVERNMENT, 


more especially in relation to Ireland. Не соп- 
tended that, if the present Government had sup- 
Ported the very moderate proposals in abridgment 
of liberty which the Beaconsfield Administration 
Were ready to have offered, it would not have 
есп necessary to attempt to secure. the peace 
of Iveland by the imprisonment of two hun- 
dred of their political opponents. The action 
of the present Government, however, deserved 
the support of all loyal men. The remedy, how- 
ever, late as it had come, had not succeeded. 
velind was not pacified, and rents were not yet 
Paid, and this, he thought, was because the Irish 
People had seen that ‘‘Mr. Gladstone and Mr, 
Рагией had both been occupied for some time past 
in Tecommending the conveyance or subtraction of a 


certain portion of the property of the Irish landlords 
to somebody else." Speaking of the action of the 
Land Court, he argued that, divorced from compen- 
sation, the cutting down of the landlords’ rents was 
ап act which could not be distinguished from the 
spoliation of private property. ‘That being so, it 
was idle, he contended, to reproach Mr. Parnell with 
having preached rapine to the people of Ireland, and 
if they abrogated the rule that that which had 


existed from time immemorial must be maintained, 


or compensation must be given, neither Consols nor 
ату other form of property would be a bit safer than 
Irish land was now. ‘ 

Criticising the recent speech of Lord Hartington 
on agricultural topics, Lord Salisbury ridiculed the 
proposals of the Farmers’ Alliance, and suggested 
that the most pressing difficulty the farmer had to 
contend with was the taxes that are raised by the 
rate collector. As to the future, they saw a struggle 
going om in the Cabinet between the principles of 
light and darkness, good and evil, and he asked 
which was to be the conqueror? The Premier, 
judged by the Guildhall speeches, appeared to be 
filled with perplexity and despair, and the ‘ epoch 
of аео gai legislation" seemed to be drawing to 
а close. 


EARL SPENCER’S AND SIR HENRY JAMES’S DEFENCE 
OF THE GOVERNMENT. 


‘At the Anchor Society banquet the toast of Her 
Majesty’s Government was responded to by the Lord 
President of the Council (Earl Spencer), who, reply- 
ing to recent attacks, reprobated the denunciations 
of the Government for endeavouring to do a great 
public duty. He referred to the result of the recent 
election in Ulster, which showed that, notwithstand- 
ing the Land League and Mr. Parnell, the people of 
that province supported the policy of Her Majesty’s 
Government, and that they had accepted the Land 
Act with gratitude. The noble Earl defended the 
action taken by the Government in South Africa, 
and also their Irish policy, adding that all states- 
men would have to set their faces against the cry for 
a repeal of the Union. 

The Attorney-General (Sir H. James) also spoke 
to the toast. He claimed that the Liberal party had 
done much to extricate themselves from the dangers 
of the past, and, noticing the accusations against the 
Government in respect of Ireland, said they had 
used coercion because they were the servants of the 
Crown. As to the allegation that the remedy pro- 
mised to Ireland was not the remedy of force, he 
replied that it was a remedy when evil existed and 
law had been broken. He declined to notice those 
“ gutter children of political Ше who made it their 
principal amusement to cas} mud at illustrious 
statesmen." But a charge was made by men whose 
words were entitled to consideration that the members 


of the Government intentionally produced the state 


of lawlessness in Ireland; and upon this he remarked 
that the agrarian crimes under the Conservative 
Government increased from 136 a year to 1069, and 
the bill intended to repress this crime, which was left 
in the portfolio of Mr. Lowther, was one that would 
only have irritated, and would not have prevented 
anything. The only desire of the Government was, 
said the right hon. and learned gentleman, “ to do 
justice to the owners and occupiers of the land, and 
to make the land more productive." 


PRESIDENT ARTHUR’S GREETING TO THE 
` BRITISH MINISTER. 


The Hon. Sackville West waited upon President 
Arthur at Washington last Monday for the purpose 
of formally presenting his credentials as Envoy 
Extraordinary and Minister Plenipotentiary of Great 
Britain to the American Government. His Excel- 
lency stated to the President that he regarded his 
reception at Philadelphia as ап unmistakable mani- 
festation of the kindly sentiments animating the 
American people towards Queen Victoria and Great 
Britain. ‘The President replied that the American 
people would long remember the many words of affec- 
tion and sympathy in their recent bereavement from 
her Majesty and the people of Great Britain. 


THE U.S. WAR-SHIP RANGER 


has been sent to Cape St. Lucas to protect the U.S. 
Consul, who has been assaulted by Mexicans.

A FRENCHMAN of Frenchmen—one of the most | 
eloquent of the World's orators — a well-proved 
patriot, and a sincere Republican—LEon GAMBETTA 
has all but reached the topmost rung of the political 
ladder іп France. We hail his acceptance of the 
high office of Prime Minister of the French Republic 
with pleasure. The Gladstone of France, M. 
Gambetta has Jong been regarded as the foremost 
representative of French opinion, and the ruler of 
Cabinets. It is right that the Responsibility and 
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SOUVENIR OF GAMBETTA: 
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Dignity of office should be borne by M. Gambetta, 
who, having, like M. Grévy, served duly as “ Speaker” 
of the Corps Législatif, will in all probability be 
next chosen President of the French Republic.

Here, on the authority of the well-informed Paris 
Correspondent of the Daily News, a personal friend 
of M. Gambetta, we may publish some particulars of 
the leading colleagues of the illustrious French 
Premier.

Gambetta will have his faithful friend and 
lieutenant, M. .Spuller, to turn down his work at the 
Foreign Office. M. Spuller has been on the staff of 
the République Française from the beginning. He 
accompanied M. Gambetta in his perilous balloon 
journey from Paris to Montdidier, and was always 
with him when, under the Presidencies of M. Thiers 
and Marshal MacMahon, he went “оп the stump.” 
M. Spuller admires his chief and loves him, but is 
not one of his flatterers. Не had the bravery to 
acknowledge himself his friend last August at 
electoral meetings where the ** Reds” predominated, 
and was applauded for his courage. М. Spuller is 
grave, laborious, honest, and very cautious. His 
Republicanism is Democratic and slightly tinged 
with Socialism. If M. Gambetta іп a moment of 
anger instructed M. Spuller to write a spirited 
despatch, the latter would wait ' until his chief had 
cooled down and reconsidered the matter.” 


THE NEW CHANCELLOR OF THE 
EXCHEQUER. 

* M. Allain Targé, the new Minister of Finance, 
pronounced for the Amnesty in the Versailles 
Chamber as early as M. Victor Hugo did in the 
Senate. He represents an arrondissement of Paris, 
and has given Radical pledges which he is likely to- 
keep. Since the République Française was founded 
he has been a shareholder and frequent contributor, 
and now he is a fellow director with М. Floquet, of 
the Union Républicaine, a journal more advanced 
than the Gambettist organ." 


THE BRAVE HEAD OF THE NAVY. 


* M. Gougeard, although his name has not been 
much before the public, is а man of considerable 
ability. Не wrote seven years ago a history of the 
campaign on the Loire, in which he took a part so 
glorious that the worst enemies of M. Gambetta іп 
the National Assembly were obliged to admit that 
his nomination to the rank of General in the Army 
of the Loire did honour to the Tours dictator. To 
that military rank he had been elevated from the 
captaincy of a frigate. М. Gambetta was struck | 


with his intelligence, and, having learned that 
M. Gougeard had distinguished himself in the 
Marine Artillery, аб Sebastopol, and іп the 
waters of Cochin China, did not hesitate to give him 
adivision in the Chanzy Army Corps. He retired 
after the war from the naval service, and two years 
ago entered the Council of State. His leisure has 
been employed in preparing schemes for the reorgan- 
isation of the maritime service. М. Gougeard is 
styled * General' by his Republican friends. He is 
а little, alert, square-built man of fifty-two, with 
frank manners, and an admirably cultivated mind. 
He might adopt as his motto that of the Legion of 
Honour, ‘ Honneur et Patrie. His sense of honour 
is extremely delicate and his patriotism is intense. 
His bronzed face was covered with tears the day of 
Marshal Bazaine's condemnation, not from pity for 
the ex-Marshal or sympathy with him, but for 
shame that such a traitor to his country should be a 
Frenchman. 

PAUL BERT, MINISTER OF EDUCATION. 

“ After M. Gambetta, the greatest man in the 
Cabinet is M. Paul Bert, who is a savant and a man 
of action. Between him and his chief there are 
points of resemblance and many points of sympathetic 
contact. M. Paul Bert was for many years the 
principal assistant of M. Claude Bernard, and con- 
tinues the scientific work that illustrious physiologist 
began. He has divination in getting at scientific 
truth and patience in working out the demon- 
stration of what һе divines. Some of his greatest 
discoveries were due to happy accidents. M. Paul 
Bert has for seven years been the hope of the 
primary schoolmasters and school mistresses of France. 
Whenever he makes a speech on public instruction, he 
is sure to receive from them thousands of addresses. 
The documents of this kind which he now possesses 
would form several ponderous volumes, and what is 
astonishing is that the religious sisterhoods who 
direct the girls’ schools in hamlets have very often 
dared to write to M. Paul Bert to wish him success. 
I have seen their letters to him. He thinks very 
well of those poor nuns. They are often, he says, 
* braves filles,’ but he abhors the Christian Brothers, 
who have donned the frock to avoid military service 
and fatiguing agricultural work. 

** M. Paul Bert is preparinga series of physiological 
works for primary schools, and a volume entitled 
*L'Instruction Civique dans Ecole Primaire.’ 
He is the first great writer and physiologist who 
has attempted {о do for  plebeian children 
what Mr. Huxley bas done for higher schools. 
M. Paul Bert has laboured with love at those 
class-books. These and his works on respira- 
tion and barometrical pressure he calls his monu- 
ment. Но insists on the necessity of teaching civic 
duties in the village schools, and is an optimist іп 
politics. In his opinion, no monarchy or dictator- 
Ship could be now set up in France. The liberty, 
fraternity, and equality engraved on the public 
buildings for ten years have made ап indelible 
impression on the popular mind, and have acted аза 
balm upon the ulcerated popular heurt. He believes 
that the order and tranquillity of Paris are chiefly due 
to that impression." 


САМВЕТТА 5 REMARKABLE 
CAREER. 


The Penny ILLUSTRATED PAPER, having at the 
outset of M. Léon Gambetta’s courageous crusade 
against the debasing Imperial rule in France stead- 
fastly encouraged his gallant fight against great 
odds, and, having later applauded his lion-hearted 
endeavours to roll back the tide of German Invasion 
which the late Empire brought upon France, we may 
be allowed to rejoice at the richly-won confidence 
his fellow-countrymen һауе bestowed upon him. 
What a wonderful career it is we see unfolded in 
Mr. Thompson Cooper’s Biography of ©“ Men of the 
Time” ! 

SON OF А CAHMRS GROCER, 
Léon Gambetta was bern» in that town on Oct. 30, 
1838. Adopting the legal profession, he became а, 
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member of the Paris Bar in 1859, and soon acquired 
fame as a forensic orator, being muclr employed in 
political causes, both in the capital and the pro- 
vinces, while he obtained immense popularity among 
certain classes of the Parisians on account of his 
advanced Republican opinions. In March, 1869, on 
the occasion of the prosecution of the Emancipation 
newspaper at Toulouse, the young and eloquent 
orator received a most enthusiastic reception in the 
south. At the general election held that year, M. 
Gambetta 


STOOD FOR PARIS AND MARSEILLES, 


as a representative of the *'Irreconcilable Oppo- 
sition," and was returned for botl: constituencies, but 
elected to take his seat for Marseilles. In January, 
1870, he made a violent attack on the Ollivier 
Ministry, declaring that the day would come when 
the majority of the people would, without appealing 
to force, succeed in establishing a Republic. On the 
fall of the Empire and the consequent formation of 
the Government of the National Defence in Sep- 
tember, 1870, he was nominated 


MINISTER OF THE INTERIOR, 


and soon showed that he possessed administrative 
powers of a high order. In one of our Engravings 
the Paris National Guards are to be seen cheering 
M. Gambetta, General Trochu, and their colleagues. 
When a serious misunderstanding took place 
between the Delegate Government at Tours and 
the National Defence Committee in Paris, regarding 
the contemplated election of deputies, M. Gambetta 
was selected by his colleagues to proceed to the 
former city and explain the position of affairs in the 
capital. Accordingly he left Paris on Oct. 7, 1870,

named the © Armand-Barbés," accompanied by 
a secretary and an aéronaut, passed safely over 
the Prussian lines, and reached Rouen in the 
evening. Proceeding without loss of time to Tours, 
he there assumed the direction, and for some 
months was virtually Dictator of all those provinces 
of France which were free from the German ins 
vaders. He urged the people to continued re- 
sistance, 


RAISED THE ARMY OF THE LOIRE, 


and after the Delegate Government had been obliged 
to remove to Bordeaux, he issued a proclamation ad- 
vocating war d outrance, and resistance even to com- 
plete exhaustion. It is scarcely necessary to add 
that his dream of driving out the Prussians was not 


. realised, and that his volunteer armies were com- 


pletely crushed by the well-trained forces of the 
enemy. On Feb. 6, 1871, MM. Arago, Garnier- 
Pagés, and Eugtne Pelletan, members of the Paris 
Government, arrived at Bordeaux, bringing with 
them a decree signed by all the members of the 
Government, which annulled that of M. Gambetta, 
Бу which certain classes of electors were disqualified 
as candidates for the Assembly. In consequence of 
this ceusure, M. Gambetta at once resigned his 
functions. Shortly afterwards he proceeded to 
Spain, and resided there for some months in seclu- 
sion, but he soon returned to France and obtained a 
seat in the Assembly. His political conduct has been 
characterised by moderation and reserve, but never- 
thelegs he has constantly directed his efforts to one 
object—the definitive establishment of the Republic. 
In September, 1872, he made a kind of Democratic 
“ Progress”? in the South of France, receiving à 
semi- official welcome from the municipal authorities. 
He delivered a famous speech at Grenoble, which 
was regarded as a manifesto and programme of the 
lied party, amounting to a declaration of war against 
the Government of the NationalAssembly. Another 
famous speech of his was delivered at Aix in Janunry, 
1876. Attheclose of the year 1877 M. Gambetta 
paid a visit to Rome, and had private conferences 
with the leading statesmen of the Italian Kingdom. 
On Sept. 11, 1877, he was condemned by the e!eventh 
Correctional Tribunal of Paris to three mouths’ 
imprisonment and to pay a fine of 2000 francs, for 
having said of Marshal MacMahon, at a private 
meeting at Lille, that after the next elections the 
President of the Republic must either submit or 
resign—** I] faudra ou se soumettre, ou se demettre.”’ 
M. Gambetta was also prosecuted for his circular to 
the electors of the twentieth arrondissement of Paris. 
Judgment was pronounced on Oct. 12, two days 
before the election, М. Gambetta being condemned 
to three months’ imprisonment and to pay a fine of 
4000 francs. Two days later he was elected Deputy 
for the twentieth arrondissement. In the discussion 
in the Chamber respecting the election of M. de 
Fourtou (Nov. 18, 1878) M. Gambetta called that 
эзше; шап а liar. "This unparliamentary expression 
lel to their fighting a duel with pistols nt Plessis 
Piquet, about five miles from the ‘Tuileries, But a 
good deal has happened since then.

Eaton Hall, Cheshire, last Monday afternoon, accom- 
panied, among others, by the Duke of Westminster, 
whose guest she has been, and travelled to Birken- 
head, where the party embarked оп а tender which 
steamed out to meet the Royal mail steamer 
Sardinian, conveying е Marquis of Lorne. The 
Governor-General of Canada and his suite having 
entered the tender, it steamed back to Birkenhead, 
where the party walked to the railway station, and 
left for Chester and Eaton Hall early in the evening. 


Representatives of the Mayor and Corporation cor- · 


dially received the Princess and ‘the Marquis on 
their arrival at Chester, and they drove off to Eaton 
Hall. 


The Marquis of Lorne may in all probability be 
credited with the remarkable zeal and courtesy— 
certainly, most remarkable for a Government Оћсе— 
shown by the Canadian Emigration Department in 
this country. То this Journal, and doubtless to 
others of the most popular newspapers in England, 
the Canadian Commissioners have been unceasing in 
forwarding useful information regarding the pros- 

ects of emigrants in the Canadian Confederation. 

We cannot help thinking that if the representatives 

of our other Colonies were equally watchful 
and active much more would be done, by 
fostering emigration, to lessen the terrible 
misery that prevails among the agricultural classes 
in the kingdom.

before reaching Dublin, and did not arrive before the 
Court closed.

THE “ NO-RENT P" MANIFESTO. 


Notwithstanding the adverse action of the clergy 
in reference to the manifesto urging the payment of 
no rent, still the policy is being carried out in several 
instances latterly by the farmers; though, happily, 
there seems to' be no combined determination on 
their part to follow the advice of that now widely- 
circulated document. But in the many instances 
cropping up, it is more than probable that these 
farmers are adopting a political cloak to cover their 
dishonesty, and are making use of a party cry to 
defeat the ends of justice. Of course, in every organ- 
isation there are black sheep; in every political 
movement there are men who look solely to their 
own individual interests, and who will follow the 
workings of the movement just as long as it serves 
their own private ends; and it is such men who are 
now crying “Хо Rent!" Such a policy is the 
wildest and most unjust that could be put forward; 
and I do not believe that the very worst strait in 
which a country could be placed could justify this 
unfair appeal to the dishonest tendencies of the 
residuum” of any nation. It is a policy that 
would undermine all commercial right and honour- 
able obligations between man and man, and ulti- 
mately recoil on the people themselves.

of money, which he has not long been spared to enjoy. 1% 
&ppears that he was intrusted with the riding of the favourite 
for the great race at this meeting, Mr. Stirling Crawfurd's 
grey colt Buchanan, winner of the Lincoln Handicap last 
spring. АП went well—although, as is usual during this 
race, there was considerable “ bumping "—until reaching а 
distance from home, where Buchanan, who was running ina 
prominent place, swerved on to the rails—either from dis- 
tress or from being bumped—and fell heavily. His rider, 
as far as can be made out, would have Y rus with nothing 
worse than a severe shaking had it not been that Ercil- 
doune, a great, heavy horse, who was in his track, galloped 
into the wreck of horse and man, and rolled over them, 
giving Macdonald a violent kick on the head, which 
fractured his skull; Ercildoune’s rider, being more 
fortunate, escaped serious damage. Macdonald had 
latterly been in considerable request as a jockey, owing to 
his ability to ride about seven stone and а half, and one of 
the most familiar sights of our race-courses has been 
Macdonald in the white body, red sleeves, and black cap of 
Lord Bradford, for whom he won the Cesarewitch in 1879 
on Chippendale. я

LEFROY AT LEWES. 
The friends of the condemned man, Percy Lefroy 
Mapleton, are still engaged in collecting information 
respecting the 


EXISTENCE OF INSANITY IN THE PRISONER'S 
FAMILY, 


with a view to using the particulars so elicited in the 
memorial to the Home Secretary for his reprieve. 
It will also be sought to be shown that Lefroy has 
at times exhibited symptoms of mental disease, being 
afflicted with a morbid taste for ghastly subjects. 
His sister, Mrs. Brickwood, who has busied herself 
in making the necessary inquiries, visited the office 
of Mr. Dutton, Lefroy’s solicitor, last Monday, 
where she was engaged for several, hours in 
furnishing data and giving the requisite details 
to enable that gentleman -to complete the me- 
morial or petition to the authorities. Both’ 
Lefroy’s sisters are much distressed at the result 
of the trial, and ‘his younger sister, who is 
matron at the Fever Hospital, Islington, is too ill 
to assist in the present steps taken on his behalt. 
The object of all their solicitude, according to the 
latest accounts, still outwardly preserves a calm 
demeanour, and expresses himself as resigned to his 
fate. In a letter written from Lewes Jail on Satur- 
day, addressed to Mrs. Clayton, he said he had no 
fear, and hoped to meet his friends in heaven. He 
also expressed an intense desire to see their eldest 
: little boy, a lid of seven years, once more and for 
the last time. ‘The child in question. is a great 
favourite of Lefroy, who always exhibited a close 
attachment towards him. Haviug received numerous 
communications respecting Lefroy, Sir W. Harcourt 
decided to send down to Lewes an eminent medical 
man to exaniine and report on the condition of the 
prisoner's mind. 
THE CONVICT 
was visited on Moi day by Captain Crickets, Deputy- 
‘Governor of the jail, The prisoner had a slight 
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cough, and has been most of his time in hiscell, being ! having stated that the authorities were awaiting a 


carefully watched by two special warders. During 
the time he has been in Lewes Jail many hundreds 
of tracts and religious publications have been received 
there and addressed to Lefroy, but in several cases 
the convict has refused to receive them. 


“4 THE LADY IN THE CASE.” 


It appears that the letter which was received at 
Mrs. Bicker’s for Lefroy after his arrest, and returned 
to the Dead Letter Office, was in the same hand- 
writing as an anonymous note sent to the Treasury 
giving information that the murder was committed 
by a third person. The writer is “the lady in the 
case," whose name and residence are known, but 
which it is well should not be revealed. The same 
lady has, we believe, sent stamps to the accused man 
since his committal for trial to assist him in his 
defence. 


A HASTINGS MAN IN PRISON WITH LEFROY. 


Mr. Foster, an inhabitant of Hastings, who was 
tried at the last Quarter Sessions in that town for 
attempted suicide, and who passed the period inter- 
vening between his committal by the Hastings 
borough magistrates and his trial before the Recorder, 
in the infirmary cell in Lewes Jail, with Percy Lefroy 
Mapleton, has, in answer to questions put to him, 
made the following statement, among others :— 


“ I was put with him in the infirmary cell and with 
a young chap named Morris, who got upon the line 
at Eastbourne. І went in on July 23 aud left on 
Oct. 18. Morris, I, and Lefroy all slept in the same 
room. Thisroom contained four beds. I should say 
the infirmary cell where we slept was about 80 ft. 
long by 20ft. І can assure you we had fine doings. 
Talk about a prison! If it was not for the confine- 
ment, you would hardly think it was one. I scarcely 
touched prison fare while I was there. Lefroy was 
kept well supplied with hampers, and all sorts of 
luxuries, except of course alcoholic liquors, and I can 
tell you, as a fact, that Lefroy is related by marriage 
to a certain noble Earl, from whose cook came an 
elaborate supply of everything in the shape of eat- 
ables. What sort of а dispositioned young man was 
he, you ask me? Well, I should say а seemingly 
more kind-hearted, пісе young fellow doesn't 
breathe. Хо one could possibly believe him to be 
guilty of murder. 

“Ме were up to all sorts of tricks in the jail. 
You would certainly never think that one of us was 
a man who stood in peril of bis life with a horrible 
charge of murderhanging over his head, for, although 
we were all as merry as crickets, he was the liveliest 
ofthelot. Iu esL А of crickets, cricket was our 
chief fun every day. . Clifford Clarke here will 
tell you that he came one day into the cell and saw 
Lefroy with me playing cricket. You see this tall 
bat of mine with the bulges in it? Of course we 
wore our ordinary clothes, and not the prison dress. 
We used to make this hat the wicket, get Morris's 
bolster for the bat, апа Lefroy, taking ой his 
Stockings, we used to roll them into а ball, and have 
rare fun. We used to have concerts, too, when we 
were tired of cricket. Lefroy did not sing, as he was 
no singer, so I supplied the vocalisation; and we 
used to make music with our hair combs, putting а 
piece of paper over the combs, and in this way blow- 
ing out jigs and songs to the capital tunes in the 
most enjoyable way. · 

“ He used to relate many incidents of his former 
life, and seemed pleased to have listeners, and he 
told us of the society he had been in both in Australia 
and this country. Some of these stories, I can assure 
you, although I don't think he was morally a very 
dissipated young man, would not bear repeating in 
the columus of this paper. His greatest weakness 
seemed to be a love of money and extravagance, tor 
he used to speak of the large sums of money which 
he used to lay out, in order, as it seemed to me, to 
make others believe him to be of a higher social 
position than he really was. He seemed to have had 
а great deal to do with theatricals, and he was really 
very clever in this. He was a capital reciter, and 
when we were tired of the cricket and concert of 
combs, he used to treat us to some recitations, very 
excellently delivered. 

“ Lefroy was also a capital hand at making ciga- 
rettcs—in fact, | never knew a better. We used to 
smoke cigarettes at night-time. You say, how did 
we get the tobacco? We had none at all, but we 
had plenty of the very best tea—more than we could 
use—which was sent in by his high-station friends. 
He used to take the-tea and roll it up in thin paper, 
and we had splendid cigarettes. During our concerts 
and our recitations we wouid smoke away in tine 
style, from eight until ten o'clock, and the warders 
never came to interrupt us.” 


ТИЕ ARRANGEMENTS FOR THE EXECUTION OF 
LETROY 


are in the hands of Mr. Bull, the Under-Sheriff. 
Marwood will be the executioner, and the 29th inst. 
is the date fixed. The last execution—and the first 
private one—iu Lewes Jail was that of Martin 
Brown, in January, 1869; for the murder of David 
Baldy on Newmarket Hill, Sussex. 


FENIANS AT BRADFORD. 


John Tobin, described as а labourer, forty years of 
age, was brought before the Bradford magistrates on 
Tuesday morning on a charge of having been found 
in illegal possession of deadly weapons and ammu- 
uition. The Town Cierk appeared to prosecute, aud, 
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communication from the Home Office, called evidence 
as to the seizure of revolvers апа ammunition at 
'Tobin's house in Manningham, after which the 
prisoner was remanded for a week. 

One of the books found at Tobin's house gave the 
laws, rules, ага regulations for the government of 
the “ Royal Irish Republican Brotherhood," the 
North of England division of which extended from 
Stafford in the south to Berwick in the north, 
including the counties of Northumberland, Durham, 
Cumberland, Westmoreland, Yorkshire, Cheshire, 
Derbyshire, Lancashire, Northamptonshire, North 
Staffordshire, and the northern counties of Wales.

Meyerbeer, Auber, and Flotow among his clients. 
Hence, Marie Roze was cradled in Music; and may 
be said to have had for sponsors the most illustrious 
composers of the age. She soon became Auber’s 
favourite pupil at the Conservatoire, and gained 
the first prize medal and diploma іп 1866. 
But а year previously Auber selected Marie

Боле to sing а Benedictus before the Impe- 
rial Court in the Chapel of Tuileries; and the 
Empress Eugénie was so pleased with the young 
girl’s sweet voice and enchanting beauty that she 
requested Marie to sing before her again, when 
the Emperor rewarded her efforts by the gift 
of a gold medal, bearing on one side his 
portrait, and on the other this inscription :— 
“ Pour le solo chanté par Мате Roze.” How this 
captivating songstress made a brilliant début in 
Hérold's “ Marie, and charmed all Paris with a 
succession of ravishing performances in French comic 
opera, her extensive repertory comprising Anna in 
“Та Dame Blanche," Berlina in “ Fra Diavolo,” 
Marguerite in “Ғаляб” and ** Pré aux Clercs,” and 
the heroines of ** Le Premier Jour de Bonheur," and 
other operas, are facts well known to the musical 
world. 


Marie Roze, when the Empire fell, pluckily 
remained in Paris during the siege, amd contributed 
bravely to keep up the spirits of the beleaguered 
Parisians, organising an ambulance, and working 
devotedly for the Paris she loved. In recognition of 
her patriotism, M. Thiers and Marshal MacMahon 
presented her with a gold medal commemorating her 
self-sacriticing labours. In Holland and in Brussels 
Marie Roze starred; and in May, 1872, the witching 
prima donna dazzled London by her beauty in | 
** Faust," at Her Majesty’s Opera, of which she has 
been a brilliant ornament ever since, with the 
exception of the period during which she was engaged | 
by Mr. Max Strakosh for the United States. Excell- ' 
ing in oratorio as well as in opera, Marie Roze 
was chosen by Sir Michael Costa to take part in the 
opening Sacred Harmonic Concert of the season at 
St. James's Hall on Friday se'nnight, when the dis- !
